Presidential adviser Heniy 
A. Kissinger said today after 
returning from Peking that 
there is still no. clear indica- 
tion of Hanoi interest in seri- 
ous negotiations to end the 
Vietnam War.

He said that, when serious 
negotiations do take place, it

and North Vietnam directly, 
at tile Paris conference ta- 
ble or elsewhere. 

He said the U.S. recogniz- 
es that Hanoi’s leaders, hav- 
ing fought for so long for 
their cause, won’t surrender 
their destiny to others by 
ha^-ing others negotiate a 
scf'.lement in their behalf. 

Ih’fore the briefing by .Kis- 
singer, the White House .is- 
sued a joint statement tlial 
said Kissinger and the 
Chinese leaders had held 
“extensive, ■ earnest and 
frank” talks.

Kissinger returned to 
Washington yesterday and 
promptly reported to Presi- 
dent Nixon. 

The text of the joint U.S. - 
Chinese statement as issued 
by the White House: 

“Premier Chou En-lai of 
the People’s Republic of 
China and other CSiinese of- 
ficials held discussion's with 
Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, as- 
sistant to the U.S. President 
for the national security af- 
fairs and his party, from 
June 19 to 23, 1972. 

Talks 

"The talks were extensive, 

, earnest and frank. 

“They consisted of con- 
crete consultations to pro- 
mote the normalization of 
relations between the two 
countries and an exchange 
of issues of common inter- 
est. 

“Both sides agreed on the 
usefulne.ss of. the consulta- 
tions which were foreseen in 
the Sino-U.S. joint commu- 
nique of February, 1972, and 
on the desirability of con- 
tinuing them.”

, A number of well in- 
formed critics of the 'Viet- 
nam war, including some 
men still serving in the' 
government, said in inter- 
views yesterday that there 
is no evidence to support 
repeated assertions by Ha - 
npi the Unit ed State s 
beemMiberately bdratiihg 
dijtesTiidTiaffisjiiJloffh 
Vietnam. 

The interviews were con- 
ducted in response to re- 
newed charges by the North 
Vietnamese that the water- 
ways an the North are being 
systematically destroyed by 
U.S. bombs. 

TARGETS 

Vo Van Sung, a member 
of the North Vietnamess del- 
egation at the peace talks, 
told a news CMiference in 
Paris Thursday that U.S. 
aircraft had attacked dikes 
68 times from April 10 
through June 10. dropping- 
66.5 bombs.along the Red riv- 
er and other waterways. 


“I know for a fact that the 
target hist* do hot include 
dikes,” one weUdnformed 
former <^ciai said. “If we 
wanted to boa^. them, we 
would.” 

This <dficial, who just 
recently left tije government, 
said that the tluited States 
has “too little to gain from 
such a risk.” The source, 
who had access to most in- 
telligence material while in 
the government, added that 
the occasional bombing of a 
dike, whether by error or 
because of a pilot’s sheer vi- 
olation of rules, was impos- 
sible to rule out. 

SERGEANTS 
“In fact,” he said, “we 
had some photos earlier this 
year of dikes that were hit, 
but 1 just can’t believe it 
was done by policy.” 

. Two former photo intelli- 
gence specialists for the Air 
Force also said that to their 
knowledge the waterways of 
North Vietnam were never 
targeted for destnictinn. 
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
